Foreign  Trade  Developments 

2nd  National  Food  and  Agriculture  Exposition  Show 

Nearly  1,000  foreign  buyers  attended  the  first  National  Food  and  Agriculture 
Exposition  held  in  Atlanta  last  May.  Overall,  some  68  countries  were 
represented  at  the  3-day  show,  which  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  and  the  National  Association  of  State  Departments  of 
Agriculture  (NASDA).  The  show  is  expected  to  produce  $100  million  worth  of 
business  for  the  410  participating  groups.  The  next  national  show  is  planned 
for  April  22-24,  1985  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  For  those  who  may   wish  to  sign  up 
early,  contact  NASDA,  1616  H  Street,  N.W.,  Room  710,  Washington,  D.C.  20006.

New  West  German  Food  Labeling  Requirements. 

For  most  products  the  requirements  of  the  new  West  German  food  labeling 
ordinance  will  become  effective  on  December  26,  1983.  This  means  that 


products  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  previous  requirements  must  be  either 
sold  out  or  withdrawn  from  retail  shelves  by  that  date.  The  new  ordinance 
noticeably  revises  and  enlarges  on  the  German  labeling  requirements.  The  new 
provisions,  however,  are  based  on  the  EC  directive  of  food  labeling  of 
December  18,  1978,  thereby  bringing  German  provisions  in  line  with  those 
required  by  other  EC  member  countries.  The  two  most  important  changes 
introduced  by  this  new  German  ordinance  are:   (1)  Required  labeling  of 
ingredients  in  descending  order  of  importance;  and  (2)  Uncoded  labeling  of 
minimum  shelf-life  dates  on  most  packaged  food  products  marketed.  For 
products  having  a  minimum  shelf-life  of  over  18  months  and  produced  before 
December  26,  1983,  the  transition  period  extends  until  December  31,  1986.  We 
have  learned  from  trade  contacts  that  German  buyers  are  already  requesting 
that  products  they  order  for  delivery  in  late  1983  be  labeled  according  to  the 
new  requirements. 

Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.  As  required 
of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of 
foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the 
information  and  comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical 
Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed 
regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.

Japan  -  TBT  Notifications  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  and  the 
Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries  have  recently  issued 
four  TBT  Notifications  (see  below).  The  following  statement  was  made 
concerning  all  four  notifications:  The  objective  and  rationale  for  this 
action  is  to  amend  the  Cabinet  Orders,  Ministerial  Ordinances  etc.,  concerned 
-  "to  facilitate  the  obtaining  of  type  approval,  etc.,  by  foreign 
manufacturers." 

Final  date  for  conments  on  these  four  Japanese  proposals  is  July  30,  1983. 

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.121  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare, 
PuDlic  Health  Bureau,  Nutrition  Division  has  proposed  and  amendment  to  a  part 
of  the  regulation  relative  to  the  implementation  of  the  Nutrition  Improvement 
Law  (product  covered  -  enriched  foods  and  foods  for  special  dietary  use).  The 
proposal  stipulates  the  application  procedures  where  the  foreign  suppliers 
apply  for  approval  to  affix  the  mark  of  enriched  foods  and  foods  for  special 
dietary  use. 

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.122  The  Japan  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry 
and  Fisheries,  Livestock  Industry  Bureau,  Commercial  Feed  Division  has 

proposed  an  amendment  to  a  part  of  the  enforcement  order  and  regulation  of  the 
law  concerning  safety  assurance  and  quality  improvement  of  feed  (product 
covered  -  formula  feeds).  The  amendment  states  (1 )  The  cost  for  the 
inspection  at  the  factories  or  other  places  of  the  foreign  approved  or 
permitted  manufacturer  will  be  as  much  as  the  amount  of  the  travelling 
expenses  for  the  inspector  who  will  go  to  the  establishment,  etc.  to  conduct 
such  an  inspection.  (2)  It  also  stipulates  the  procedures  to  apply  for 
approval  or  permission  by  foreign  manufacturers. 
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Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.123  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Forestry  and  Fisheries,  Agricultural  Production  Bureau,  Plant  Protection 
Division  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  a  part  of  the  enforcement  regulation  of 
the  Agricultural  Chemicals  Regulation  Law  (product  covered  -  agricultural 
chemicals).  The  amendment  states  that  (1)  The  application  for  registration, 
etc.  under  the  Agricultural  Chemical  Regulation  Law  will  be  done  through  an 
agent  by  foreign  manufacturers,  etc.  (2)  In  the  case  where  those  living 
abroad  manufacture  or  process  for  sale  agricultural  chemicals  with  a  view  to 
exporting  to  Japan  apply  for  registration,  they  are  required  to  supply  the 
name  and  address  of  their  agent,  who  has  been  legally  incorporated  in  Japan, 
on  the  application.  (3)  The  agent  is  required  to  present  a  quarterly  report 
of  the  amount  of  manufacture,  delivery,  etc.  on  each  kind  of  agricultural 
chemicals  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries. 

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.125  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Forestry  and  Fisheries,  Food  and  Marketing  Bureau,  Consumer  Economy  Division 
has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  enforcement  order  and  regulation  of  the  law 
concerning  standardization  and  proper  labelling  of  agricultural  and  forestry 
products  -  JAS  Law  -  (product  covered  -  (1)  beverages,  foodstuffs,  fats  and 
oils  (2)  agricultural  [products,  forestry  products,  fishery  products  and  other 
products  manufactured  or  processed  using  such  products  as  raw  materials).,  TFe 
amendment  states  (1)  The  cost  for  the  inspection  of  the  factories  or  other 
places  of  the  foreign  approved  or  permitted  manufacturer  will  be  as  much  as 
the  amount  of  the  travelling  expenses  for  the  inspector  who  will  go  the 
establishments,  etc.  to  conduct  an  inspection.  (2)  It  also  stipulates  the 
procedures  to  apply  for  the  approval  or  permission  for  foreign  manufacturers.
